Tire new sovereign, who at 
53 becomes "King of The Bel¬ 
gians/ was sworn into office 
by the joint houses of parlia¬ 
ment shortly after Albert, aged 
79, stepped down citing age 
and failing health 

"I swear to abide by the 
constitution and laws of the 
Belgian people, to maintain 
national independence and the 
integrity of the land," Philippe, 


dressed m Ml military 
uniform, said in the 
country's three lan¬ 
guages -- French, 
Flemish and German 
President Barack 
Obama sent Ins best 
wishes to both the old 
and the new kings of a 
country that hosts key 
global institutions, the 
EU and NATO. 

With political ten¬ 
sion on the rise be¬ 
tween the country's 
two main regions — 
Dutch-speaking 
northern Flanders and 
the French-speaking 
south -- the monarch 
has increasingly 
served as a unifying 
force m the country a f 
11 5 million at the 
heart Df Europe 
"I begin my reign 
with the will to serve 
all Belgians," Philippe said in 
a first speech as Icing that 
brought a standing ovation m 
the federal parliament. 

As cannons boomed out a 
101-gun royal salute, he 
added "Belgium's strength lies 
cn giving meaning to our diver¬ 
sity. " 

"Let us all together show 
our country a new surge of en¬ 
thusiasm " 

Flanked by lus popular’ wife 
Mathilde, the first Belg; su¬ 
born queen, Plnlippe and their 
four young children were 
greeted with wild cries of 
“Long Live the King’ by a sea 
of people as they appeared on 
the palace balcony.

Egypt urges peaceful demos as panel 
works on charter 


CAIRO (AFP) - Egypt's new 
cabinet yesterday held its first 
meeting and urged parties to 
keep their demonstrations 
peaceful, as a panel named to 
amend the constitution called 
on all sides to contribute. 

In Cara hundreds of 
women marched to the defence 
ministry to protest the killing 
of three women on Friday at a 
rally in Mansura a f supp outers 
of deposed Islamist president 
M chained M or si 

Footage broadcast on pri¬ 
vate television station QNTV 
showed soldiers blacking the 
way to the defence ministry, 
barring the raad with barbed 
wire. 

Morsi's Muslim Brother¬ 
hood. meanwhile, outlined 
plans far ending the political 
crisis m Egypt after nearly 


three weeks of pro tests calling 
for his reinstatement, insisting 
agan on his return. 

Forging ahead with ai army 
"roadmap" for political transi¬ 
tion, foreign minister Nabil 
Faiimy launched a public rela¬ 
tions campaign to boast the 
army-b acke d adinim str ati on s 
credibility abroad. 

The caretaker cabinet in a 
meeting chaired by prime mi¬ 
nister Hazem Beblawi, urged 
"all pallheal parties to express 
their opinions peacefully, aid 
to renounce violence," after 
weeks of mass protests by pro- 
aid anti-Mom demonstrators, 
same of winch turned deadly 
The meeting focused on 
Egypt's battered economy aid 
the security situation. 

A newly appointed panel of 
four university professors aid 


six judges also held talks on 
drafting anew constitution at 
the Shura Council, or upper 
house of parliament, the offi¬ 
cial MENA news agency said. 

The head of the panel, the 
president's legal adviser Ah 
Awad, said die h ody would ac¬ 
cept suggestions for amend¬ 
ments from all groups and 
political parties for the next

PM Abe wins big in 
Japan upper house poll 



TOKYO (AFP) - Voters han¬ 
ded Prune Minister Slmizo Abe 
a thumping victory in upper 
house elections yesterday, exit 
polls showed, likely ushering 
m a new period o f stability for 
politically volatile Japan. 

Hie projected victory 
means both chambers will be 
under government control, un¬ 
blocking the bottleneck that 
has hampered legislation for 
she last sax short-term pre¬ 
miers. 

Tliat will strengthen Abe's 
hand as he tries to push 
thro ugh p am fill, but n ece s saiy, 
structural reforms aimed at 
dragging Japan out of two 
decades of economic malaise. 

"We want to respond to 
people's desire to feel a sense 
of economic improvement," 
Abe told reporters as the re¬ 
sults emerged. 

"I want to make a virtuous 
cycle of improving the em¬ 
ployment situation, increasing 
salaries and bringing about a 
rise in corporate investment." 

Exit polls by NHK showed 
Abe's Liberal Democratic 
Party and its junior partner 
New Komeito claimed at least 
73 of the 131 seats being con¬ 
tested 

Tli ere are 34 3 legislators in 


tiie upper house, serving six- 
year terms Elections are held 
for half of the seats every three 
years. The coalition already 
has 59 seats that were not up 
for eiechan yesterday 

Since romping to power in 
December's vote for the more 
powerful lower house, the 
hard-charging Abe has un- 
lea shed a wave of spending 
and pressured the central bank 
to flood the market with easy 
money. 

The moves -- the first two 
"arrows" of a project dubbed 
"Abenonncs" -- sent the yen 
plunging, to the delight of ex¬ 
porters, and the stock market 
soaring 

This, coupled with some 
feel-good figures on GDP 
growth, powered 60-per cent- 
plus public approval ratings for 
the prime minister, whose dis¬ 
astrous first turn in the tap job, 
fill September 3007, has paled 
m the public mind

PARIS (AFP) - Blind mice 
have been able to see once 
more m a laboratory exploit 
that marks a further boast for 
the fast-moving field of reti¬ 
nal therapy according to a 
study published on Sunday 

Scientists in Britain used 
stem cells -- early-stage., 
highly versatile cells -- taken 
from mice embryos, and cul¬ 
tured them in a lab dish so 
that they differentiated into 
immature photoreceptors, the 
light-catching cells in the 
retina. 

Around 200,000 of these 
cells were then injected into 
the mice’s retinas, some of 
winch integrated smoothly 
with local cells to restore 
sight:. 

The rodents were put 
through tlisir paces m a water 
maze and examined by op¬ 
tometry to confirm that they 
responded to light. 

Embryonic stem cells 
“ caul d m future pro vi de a p o - 
tsntiaily unlimited supply of 
health photoreceptors for reti¬ 
nal transplantations to treat 
blindness in humans," 
Britain's Medical Research 
Council (MRC) said in a 
press release. 


Photoreceptor loss lies be¬ 
hind degenerative eye dis¬ 
eases such as retinitis 
pigmentosa and age-related 
macular degeneration, also 
called AMD 

Stem cells have triggered 
a huge interest and invest¬ 
ment on the back of hopes 
tli at they can b ecome replace¬ 
ment tissue, grown in a lab 
dish, for cells damaged by 
disease or accident 

But the exciting field has 
to overcome big obstacles 

Due is the ability to coax 
these immature ceils into 
safely becoming the spe¬ 
cialised cells tli at are needed, 
rather than turn cancerous. 

This is where the new 
work marks a gam, according 
to lead researcher F-cbin All 
at the University College 
London Institute of Ophthal¬ 
mology and Moorfietds Eye 
Ha spital. 

His team previously found 
that sight could be restored in 
blind mice by transplanting 
immature photoreceptors 
called rod ceils that were 
taken from the retinas of 
healthy ro dents. 

The latest research takes 
things further because the 


transplanted material com¬ 
prises all the different nerve 
cells needed for sight --and 
they were not taken from 
other animals. 

Instead, they were grown 
in a lab and differentiated 
into the right cells thanks to a 
new technique, pioneered m 
Japan, that replicates the 
shape of the retina. 

"Over recent years, scien¬ 
tists have become pretty good 
at working with stem cells 
and coaxing them to develop 
into different types of adult 
cells and tissues," said Ail. 

"But until recently the 
complex structure of the retina 
has proved difficult to repro¬ 
duce m the lab. Tins is prob a- 
bly because the type of cell 
culture we were using was not 
able to recreate the develop¬ 
mental process that would 
happen in a normal embryo.' 

Alt added: "The next step 
will be to refine this tech¬ 
nique using human cells to 
enable us to start clinical tri¬ 
als " 

The study appears in the 
journal Nature Biotechnol¬ 
ogy 

Last m d nth, Japanese au- 
thonh.es approved proposals 
for the world's first clinical 
trials using stem cells har¬ 
vested from a patient's own 
body. 

The goal is to test therapy 
for AMD using so-called in¬ 
duced pluripDtent stem ceils, 
oriPS. 

These are adult cells that 
have been reprogrammed to 
return to their infant, versatile 
state. Provided that they are 
proven safe, they can provide 
a non-controversial alterna¬ 
tive to stem cells culled from 
early-stage embryos. 


NEW DELH (AFP) - The 
fatal poisoning of 23 Indian 
children has rocked trust in 
the world's largest free school 
meals scheme, but experts 
say some pupils have no 
choice but to eat the lunches. 

The nationwide scheme 
feeds some 12 D million 
youngsters every day and is 
seen as key to persuading 
parents who are battling 
poverty to send their children 
to school rather than con¬ 
demn them to illiteracy and 
malnutrition 

But since dozens of pupils 
fell ill last Tuesday at a pri¬ 
mary school in the eastern 
state of Bihar, reports have 
emerged of other mass hospi¬ 
talisations and even maggots 
being found in some meals. 

Tens of thousands of chil¬ 
dren were reported to be re¬ 
fusing to eat their lunches in 
the immediate aftermath of 
the tragedy. 

While there has been 
wi de sp re ad re vul si on ov er 
the revelations, experts say 
the scheme is nevertheless a 
crucial weapon in the war 
against malnutrition and also 
serves to undercut caste prej¬ 
udice. 

Forensic tests have shown 


that the oil used to cook the 
lunch m Bihar contained a 
"Inghly toxic" form of insec¬ 
ticide, underlining fears that 
monitoring of food quality is 
inadequate. 

The children died after 
eating lentils, potatoes and 
rice cooked with oil contain¬ 
ing an agricultural insecticide 
that was five times the 
strength sold m the market 
place, according to the tests. 

*T can accept accidents can 
happen anywhere,'" activist 
Dip a Smha of the Right to 
Food Campaign told AFP 

: But the scale of this inci¬ 
dent and the carelessness, the 
sheer callousness of the re¬ 
sponse, the delay in treating 
the children, is shocking " 

The tragedy may nave 
caused widespread shock but 
it is hardly an isolated inci¬ 
dent. 

But Alex George, of Ac¬ 
tion Aid India's Child Rights 
Hub, told AFP poor families 
had little choice but to allow 
their children to take part in 
the scheme. 

Fpr them this midday 
meal is often the only whole¬ 
some meal they may get in a 
day." 

"A government survey last 
year found that 42 percent of 
Indian children under the age 
of five were underweight.

Driverless tractors till German high-tech farm 


DERENBURG (AFP) - As the 
harvest nears, the employees 
of German farmer Klaus 
Muenchhoff are busy making 
the final checks an imposing 
tractors ready to roll into tire 
golden fields 

Eut these tractors Eire steel 
monsters with a difference -- 
driver!ess and satellite-guided, 
they can operate on the fields 
with an accuracy of a few cen¬ 
timetres (inches) 

Impervious tD fatigue and 
indifferent to poor visibility, 
they reduce distances travelled 
by each vein cle, saving their 
owner fuel costs and improv¬ 
ing crop yields 


Muenchhoff converted Ins 
farm in Dereuburg, in the east¬ 
ern state of Saxony-Anhalt, a 
decade ago following a high- 
tech trend that is drawing 
growing interest 

"My job now is manage¬ 
ment" he says. 

Hre robust 6 D-year-old 
reigns over a 1,000 hectare 
(2,500 acre) farm that grows 
wheat and rape seed, continu¬ 
ing a long family tradition 
Hre Mueuchhoffs have 
tilled tins land for nearly 200 
years. 

However, his work has 
changed radically since he 
turned to “precision agncul- 
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ture", which stated in the 
United States m the 19S0s and 
employs cutting-edge tech¬ 
nologies to separately manage 
each plat rather than uniformly 
treat an entire field. 

Besides the GPS guided 
tractors, Muenchhoff has setup 
optical sensors that can meas¬ 
ure the nutritional status of 
plots and scanners that assess a 
plot's soil composition, thus re¬ 
ducing fertiliser consumption. 

Hi ere is an ecological as¬ 
pect, but the mam focus is eco¬ 
nomic 

In six years, the farmer says 
he has saved nearly 150,000 
euros ($200,000) by reducing 
the use of' phosphorus and 
potassium -- a significant ad¬ 
vantage amid wild swings in 
commodity prices. 

“Twenty years ago, for a 
field of 100 hectares, we 
needed 10 tonnes of phospho¬ 
rus. Today, we need two to 
five tonnes," said Muenchhoff 

On Ins computer, lie scrolls 
through charts, tables, digital 
maps and satellite photos, 
which are now essential tools. 


A problem is that the equip - 
ment still doesn't come cheap. 
Some high-tech combine har¬ 
vesters can cost up to half a 
million euros. 

Will the machines take over 
the farm one day?

G20 puts growth before 
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austerity as 


recovery splutters 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Facing a 
fragile recoveiy and the threat 
of anew economic slowdown, 
the G2Q this past weekend 
agreed to prioritise boasting 
gro wth and j ob s and fa mow to 
pay less attention to reducing 
swollen budget deficits. 

At a meeting m Moscow in 
an exhibition hall just outside 
the Kremlin wails, the finance 
chiefs from die top 2D ad¬ 
vanced and emerging econo¬ 
mies in the world showed an 
unusual unanimity over the 
risks and priorities far the 
economy. 

Spooked by die depth of 
slowdowns over the last years, 
there was dear agreement that 
for now governments had to go 
frill out to 'Create j obs, boa st de¬ 
mand and increase productiv¬ 
ity 

The economic recovery is 
"fragile and uneven", the fi¬ 
nance ministers and central 
bank chiefs said in their final 
statement, while unemploy¬ 
ment was d eem ed exces sively 
high" in some countries 

"Global economic condi¬ 
tions remain challenging," ad¬ 
mitted IMF managing director 
Christine Lagarde. 

Wlnle the United States and 
Japan show signs of sustain¬ 
able recoveries, growth in the 
eurozone remains sluggish and 


even Asian powerhouse China 
is now showing a decline in its 
output growth 

"The debate between 
growth and austerity seems to 
have come to an end, as cap¬ 
tured m the G20 c s strong state¬ 
ment on growth and jobs," said 
one senior US treasury official 
Hie official argued that the 
GITl had accepted that fiscal 
positions could only be cor¬ 
rected once growth and de¬ 
mand are put on a sustainable 
path. 

"To place the global eco¬ 
nomy on a stronger, more sus¬ 
tainable and more balanced 
growth path, we will intensify 
our policy actions," the final 
statement said, calling for an 
action plan to be agreed at the 
Saint Petersburg G20 summit 
in September which will be tire 
culmination of Russia's presi¬ 
dency of the group 

Russian Finance Munster 
Anton Siluanov, a number- 
crunching bureaucrat who 
never strays from Ins bne£ was 
among top officials expressing 
concern about US plans to 
scale down its quantitative eas¬ 
ing (QE) program that has 
sought to breathe new life into 
tire US economy 

Russia and other nations are 
worried that a sudden about- 
turn by Washington could im¬ 


pede then own recoveries and 
create unwelcome headaches 
for national governments at a 
critical tune. 

Federal Reserve chairman 
Ben Eernanke has said the Fed 
could begin cutting the QE pro¬ 
gram, which injects some I Si 
billion a month into the econ¬ 
omy via bond purchases, later 
this year and end the program 
by mid-2014. 

The G20 ensured there was 
a reassuring note in their com¬ 
munique that any changes to 
programs like the Fed's quanti¬ 
tative easing would be “care¬ 
fully calibrated and reassu¬ 
ringly communicated". 

The US tre asury d ffi ci al 
said there was a recognition 
among the G20 members hat 
as economies like the US 
strengthen, the normalisation 
of macro economic policy is 
bath ta be expected and wel¬ 
comed 

Hie squeeze on budgets 
also encouraged he G20 to 
"frilly" endorse an action plan 
put forward by the OECD to 
damp down in tax avoidance 
schemes by big multinational 
companies 

GECD Secretary General 
Angel Gum a said he changes 
proposed would result in he 
"most fundamental changes to 
tax systems since the 1920s".

Michigan's governor said yes¬ 
terday he would not seek a US 
government bailout for De¬ 
troit saying bankruptcy was a 
necessary path to rebuild the 
once great American auto city 

"And I don't expect one. I Vs 
said before hat the state cannot 
bail out the city of Detroit," 
Rick Snyder said on CBS' 
"Face the Nation" talk show 
" It's not just about putting more 
money m a situation." 

The city filed for h ankrupey 
on Thursday, saddled with $ 1S 
billion m debt and a tax base 
depleted by decades of popula¬ 
tion loss and urban blight. 

It's he largest US aty to de- 
dare bankruptcy, and the move 


set off shack waves even 
hough decades of fiscal mis¬ 
management had made it 
forseeable 

Nearly half of the city's 
debt is to underfunded pension 
plans and retiree health bene¬ 
fits, making current and former 
city workers potentially the 
biggest losers m a bankruptcy 
reorganization 

Steven Rather, the farmer 
investment banker who led the 
restructuring of GM and 
Chrysler, his week called on 
the federal government to step 
in with financial assistance.

Third place was shared by 
English pair Lee Westwood 
(75) and lair Pointer (67) as 
well as Australian Adam 
Scott (72) who birdied the 
13th 

Mickelson won in what 
was Ins 20th Open campaign 
and it was Ins fifth maj or titl e 
after the Masters of 2004, 
2006 and 2010 and the PGA 
Championship of 2005. 

It came just one month 
after he had endured the 
agony of a record sixth run¬ 
ner-up finish at the US Open 
behind Justin Rose and vaults 
him up to second in the world 
rankings behind Tiger Woo ds 
and ahead of Rory Mcllroy.
